Washington, Feb. 11.—Delegates 


to the annual 
convention 
of 
the 


Chamber of Commerce of the Unit- 
ed: States left for their homes today 
carrying with them a message from 
President Wilson, the ^outstanding 
feature of which was his determina- 
tion to keep the United States out 
of the European conflict, although 
he declared that the nation merely 
held that trouble at arm's length. 


Tne president addressed the an- 


nual banquet of the Chamber which 
was a concluding feature of a three 
days convention. 
He also spoke ol 


the need. of a real scientific tariff 
board and a merchant marine. 


"It is a cruel thing," said 
the 


president, "to have it supposed as it 
is in many quarters that we 
have 


kept out of this war simply because 
we wanted to keep out of trouble, 
and simply because we wanted 
tc 


profit by the trouble of others, and 
yet misunderstandings for the timi 
being are not to be reckoned 
as 


against the consciousness that wt 
have pursued the right and only ser- 
v^ceable course. I am not afraid ol 
the slow verdict of history with re- 
gard to the neutrality of the Unit- 
ed States and I believe that we arc 
justified in exercising every degree 
of patience in making it clear what 
our position is. 


"I have only this to say, though 


We hold this trouble at arms' length 
and keep, or attempt to keep 
oui 


own judgments cool, but the rest oi 
the world is hot and it may be that 
any time without our co-operation 
and without our ability to stop it. 
the flame may extend.to us. 
And 


therefore, 
I am glad that the Unit- 


ed States has been put in a position 
to mobilize its financial 
resources 


and to get into the position which it 
must at last get into, whether 
it 


wants to or not. 


"If only we can keep this great 


nation at peace—there is an infinite 
prospect of happy prosperity before 
the United States—she will serve 
the rest of the world in handsome 
and gallant, fashion, not taking ad- 
vantage of their necessities but on 
ly taking advantage of the legiti- 
mate opportunities which the cir- 
cumstances have created,"

Disagree With the President About 


Plans for Increasing Federal Army

Garrision has resigned from 
the 


cabinet because President Wilson de- 
clined to insist without compromise 
upon the adoption of the continental 
army plan by congress. The resigna- 
tion was tendered and accepted yes- 
terday, and with Mr. Garrision, the 
assistent secretary of war, Henry C. 
Breckenridge, also left the service of 
the government. 


Today the president finds himself 


personally in charge of the admin- 
istration's plans for 
strengthening 


the army and working out a definite 
military policy. He has not selected 
a successor to Mr. Garrision and it is 
regarded as probable that even after 
the new head of the war department 
is named the president, 
who had 


made a careful study of the problem, 
will continue to handle the prepared- 
ness plans to a great extent himself. 


• Secretary 
Garrison's 
resignation 


took officiafWSisliington by complete 
surprise. Even members of the presi- 
dent's official family were unaware 
of 
the 
secretary's 
contemplated 


action, although one of them said, 
however, that he knew that Mr. Wil- 
son and Mr. Garrison differed over 
the handling of the army plans.

Thus a stick of dynamiti 
exploded on a rock without being cov 
ered Will shatter the rock, but will pro 
duce little effect in other directions 
Like all explosives, dynamite must be 
inclosed to produce its maximum ef 
feet*. Dynamite is sometimes prepar 
ed in granular form for producing cer 
tain explosive effects, but its action is 
too rapid and intense for use In 
or cannon.—American Druggist.

A Giant Sun.

Its distance from 
us. according to tbe same estimate, is 
489 light years.

Ellison, that instead of being at this 
enormous distance it were placed in 
the center of the solar system in lieu 
of the sun. It would then occupy 
eighty-five hundredths of the space ly- 
ing within the orbit of Venus and, as 
seen from the earth, would subtend an 
angle of about seventy degrees of arc. 
Thus, when Its lower limb was on our 
horizon, its upper would be within 
twenty degrees of the zenith. 
Need- 


less to say no life could exist on earth 
with such a neighbor. — Scientific 
American. 


The Fame ef Lens. 


Lens leaped into fame in tbe seven- 


teenth century. During the Thirty 
Years' war between France and Spain 
Louis IL of Bourbon, known as the 
Great Conde, achieved one of his 
most notable victories when, on Aug. 
20, 1648, he defeated the Archduke 
Leopold. On that occasion the cele- 
brated Spanish infantry was complete- 
ly beaten, Conde was at that time 
commander in chief of tbe French 
forces, and Turenne was Ms subordi- 
nate. The battle began with a panic 
in Conde's own regiment, but was re- 
trieved by his own coolness and brav- 
ery. In after years he fought for the 
Spanish against his own country, 
where, however, he ended his days in 
peace, enjoying the society of Moliere 
and other great Frenchmen of letters.

Power of Ocean Breakers. 


Experiments made at the Bell Rock 


and Skerryvore lighthouses, on the 
Scottish coast, have shown that, while 
the force of breakers in the German 
ocean may be taken as about a tou and 
a half on every square foot of surface, 
Atlantic breakers fall with a weight 
of about three tons to the square foot.

GOVERN SELLING 


RACES NEXT YEAR

ment to the rules governing selling 
races will go into

Following an interview between 


the president and Mr. Garrison on the 
army plans, the secretary again wrote 
the president, specifically stating his 
position. The president informed 
him that Mr. Hay had told him a 
Federal volunteer system could 
not 


be obtained and that the same end 
could be achieved by utilizing the 
state troops and making appropria- 
tions to pay to the states on condi- 
tion that the federal government 
control the militia. 


Mr. Garrison then replied that the 


continental army plan absolutely dis- 
carded a military system based upon 
state troops and that the two sys- 
tems were diametrically opposed to 
each other and irreconciliable. 


"We are challenged," he wrote, 


'by the existing situation to declare 
ourselves promptly, openly and un- 
equivocally or be charged properlv 
with lack 
of sincerity 
and

faith." He added that since Mr. Wil-

politics and public life. He said he 
would not discuss his resignation 
from any political angle. 


Mr. Garrison intimated, however 


that he might "do something in the 
matter of giving support to 
the 


movement in favor of a continental 
army, the issue upon which his resig- 
nation hinged. This intimation came 
in response to a 
question put by 


newspapermen 
as 
to 
whether he 


would "give his moral support to 
those who continue urging the policy 
of a continental army." 
"I cannot answer that question," 


said the former secretary 
of war, 


"because it would infringe upon 
politics. 
I say this to you now so 


that later if I decide to do something 
you will not say that I tried to de- 
ceive you." 
Mr. Garrison received interviewers 


at the home of George Leary, with 
whom he spent the night after his 
arrival here last evening from Wash- 
ington. 
"I will not discuss my resignation 


from the cabinet," he said, "from 
any political angle whatever, either 
as regards the present situation or 
the situation to be produced, or soon 
to be produced. 
"The facts will be disclosed to any 


one who will carefullv read the cor- 
respondence between myself and the 
president. 
The correspondence can- 


not be misinterpreted by anyone. 


"I intend to retire absolutely 


from politics and public life. 
I do 


not care for any political considera- 
tion whatever. 
Get it out of your 


head that there was anything politi- 
cal in my action." 


Mr. Garrison was asked by the in- 


terviewers if he intended to "follow 
the example of Mr. Bryan and come 
out publicly against any Mr. Wilson's 
policies." 
"Absolutely not," was the reply, 


"Would you accept the nomination 
for governor of New Jersey?" was 
another question asked 
"I would not accept the nomination 


for governor of New Jersey if the 
certificate of election was handed to 
me on .a silver platter," he said. 


Mr. Garrison in response to further 


questions, said he had no knowledge 
of the intention of any other mem- 
bers of the cabinet to resign 


In respect to his own resignation 


he said he had consulted with no 
other cabinet member, although as- 
sistant 
Secretary-Brekenridge 
was 


aware of his intention. 


"I assumed," he said, 
"if 
Mr. 


Brekenridge remained in the same 
state of mind he would resign also." 


Mr. Garrison declined to give a 


definite answer as to when his de- 
cision to leave the cabinet was made, 
add'ing however, that he thought the 
correspondence spoke for itself m the 
matter. 
As to his -future plans he said he 


expected to resume the practice of 
law, but where and when, he was not 
yet certain.
